An agree- 
ment has been practically arrived at as to 
the entry of British motor cars into Ireland 
and of Insh motor cars into Great. Britain. 
These negotiations being three-cornered are 
thereby the more difficult, but they have 
taken a direction, and reached a stage which 
seems to us of good . promise .for both 
countries. ”’ 
In the news columns of the same issue 
of the journal a special correspondent speaks 
of “ representations ’’—of which he was '“ the 
agent and the mouthpiece ’’—that were made 
to the Northern Administration, and in re- 
sponse to. which “ representations’’ Sir 
James Craig’s Government ‘“‘ refrained from 
publicly urging the Dublin Government to 
readjust the fiscal arrangements on the 
boundary.” The correspondent went on to

A message was broadcast from (2RN) 
Dublin last night dealing with constructive 
thrift.

The message pointed ont that constructive 
thrift, as distinct from other forms of 
saving, means, from the standpoint of the 
individual, not mere hoarding of money, but 
saving with a direct view to wise and pro- 
ductive spending later, on such objects as 
the education of children, helping their start 
in life, providing training for a trade or pro- 
fession, purchasing a home or setting up a 
small business. 

The financial instrument of the movement 
is the Savings Certificate. - This is a new 
form of bond through which the State 
guarantees to pay a liberal rate of compound 
interest on a sum as small as 15s.

Proceeding, he said ‘that the standard of 
living did not depend upon the engineer and 
machine—but upon the export trade and the 
gold imports resulting from a favourable ex- 
change. Therefore, the credit of the Irish

It was impossible to 
raise the standard of living by raising wages 
unless the export trade could be increased, 
because every wage increase automatically 
increased the price to the consumer. 

His observations applied to the Irish Free

financial credit was intimately bound up 
with the success or failure of the export 
trade of England and the consequent balance 
of trade. home market, both here and 
in Northern Ireland, was even more com- 
pletely ignored by economic policy than in 
other countries. | 

THE ECONOMIC SYSTEM. 

Our fundamental industrial problems of 
poverty and so-called unemployment, — he 
‘went on, were not @aused by the workmen’s 
laziness or the employers’ greed, but by the 
conditions imposed by the scientific develop- 
ment in engineering, that had left the 
mechanism of distribution far behind—that 
had made their financial policy out of date. 
The trouble was not between Capital and 
Labour, but between these two as producers 
and the financial power that dominated and 
controlled their every action. There were 
some profound defects in the economic 
system. These included the monopoly of the 
Government function of credit—creation by 
the banking system, and the defect in cost 
‘accountancy — created an increasing 
shortage in purchasing power, 

In conclusion, the lecturer referred to the 
examination and support of the new 
economics in Europe and elsewhere.

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Lessons of Defeat. 

The result of the County Dublin election 
has an exceedingly urgent moral for the 
Free State Government. . That Govern- 
ment's nominee has been ‘defeated’ by a 
Labour candidate in a constituency which 
is, in normal circumstances, the least 
likely of all Irish seats to put a Labour 
candidate at the head of the poll. At the 
by-election of March, 1924, Mr. O'Connor, 
the Government's nominee, secured elec- 
tion with a total of 24,491 votes. Yester- 
day Mr, Norton, of the Labour Party, 
was victorious with the very small total of 
15,168 votes—1,358 less than the “quota” 
—and of the 98,900 electors in the premier 
constituency of the Saorstat only 14,303 
recorded effectivo votes for Mr. T. F. 
Healy, the Government's candidate. When 
the result was declared Mr; Healy said 
that he “could not account” for his 
defeat—a remark which shows how remote 
from the nation’s thoughts and interests 
lies the well-public-housed village of Clon- 
dalkin. The apathy of the Free State's 
|voters at recent elections has been 
notorious, but mere apathy could not 
explain the fact that only the miserable 
number of 33,481 electors went to the polls 
on Thursday, as compared with 42,876 in 
March, 1924. If we regard the latter 
figure as an average poll in these apathetic 
days, it is clear that some more positive 
motive than apathy influenced most of the 
9,000 electors who voted in 1924, but did 
not vote on Thursday. There cannot be 
the slightest doubt that Mr. Healy was 
beaten as the result of deliberate absten- 
tion from the polls on a large scale; and 
there is no doubt at all concerning the 
causés of that abstention. He was beaten 
because the educated electors of County 
Dublin. regarded him as a wholly unsuit- 
able candidate. 

We shall not use that exasperating boast, 
“We told you so.” Indeed, we. shall 
preface our admonitions with a well- 
deserved compliment to President Cosgrave 
and his colleagues. In a sense their fate 
at this election is that of Edmund Wa!ler’s 
eagle, who “espied a feather of his own” 
on the shaft that killed him. Mr. Cos- 


rule of law and has restoréd liberty 
of thought and action throughout the

their own admirable handiwork, which 
now penalises Ministers through its natural 
consequence—the return of the qualities of 
self-respect and political independence.

The Government's grave mistake lies in 
its refusal to recognise the change. It 
continues. to act, politically, as though the 
country were still at war. It continues 
to regard an unintelligent and subservient 
Parliament as a necessity of nationhood. 
‘It still maintains a strictly pledged and 
hide-bound organisation, whose certificate 
of loyalty was supposed—until yesterday— 
to operate upon the well-drilled elector 
like a choleric captain's word of command. 
Now the rebuff which the Government 
invited has arrived.

Reich, in fulfilment of Dr. Stresemann’s 
pledge..at Locarno, has filed a formal 
application for admission at Geneva ; 
and, so far as membership of the Assembly 
is| concerned, no obstacle is likely to be 
placed in the way. When the Covenant 
of the League of Nations was drafted, how- 
ever, a permanent place on the Council 
was allotted to Germany, to be reserved 
pending her admission to the League ; 
and during the Locarno negotiations the 
German delegates were assured that’ there 
would be no difficulty about the grant of 
& permanent seat. Since that time, how- 
ever, unfortunate complications have 
arisen. Poland, Spain and Brazil, the 
last two of whom already have temporary 
seats on the Council, insist that, if a 
permanent place is given to Germany, the 
‘constitution of the Council must be ex- 
panded in such a way as to enable them 
also to secure permanent representation. 
Spain argues that she represents the Latin 
Republics of South America, and Poland 
takes the view that, as she is likely to have 
many disputes with Germany in the 
future, she must be placed on a footing of 
absolute equality with her neighbour so far 
as the League is concerned. Germany 


present members are unanimous in her 
favour. As Spain and Brazil both possess 


be taken into account; for they make no 
secret of the fact that, if they dd not get 
i permanent seats, they will put a spoke in 
Germany’s wheel. The fact that Poland's 
claims are supported strongly by France 
makes the situation even more diffi- 
cult. Naturally enough, the Nationalist 
Party in Germany is making the most of 
its opportunities, and is using the Allies’ 
| difficulties as a stick with which to 
belabour the Luther-Stresemann Govern- 
ment. The Junkers assert boldly that 
France is determined to nullify Germany’s 
position on the Council of the League by 
securing the nomination of Poland, and 
call loudly on the Berlin Government to 
withdraw its application for membership 
without further ado. Unfortunately, the 
enemies of the League in the United States 
have adopted a like attitude. They, too, 
declare that, if final proof were wanted of 
the League’s complete subservience to the 
will of Germany’s conquerors, it could he 
found in this unhappy incident. If Ger- 
many is not elected to the Council without 
the slightest suggestion of sharp practice, 
‘untold harm will be done to the League's 
prestige. The smaller nations, headed by 
Sweden, are protesténg vigorously against 
the Polish move ; and, if it should succeed, 
not. only would Germany’s withdrawal be 
almost certain, but the last chance of 
American participation in the.councils of 
Geneva would disappear. 


Safety at Sea. 


After three months of barren strife the 
British marine ‘* wireless’’ operators have 
returned. to work. All. ranks of seamen 
have been obliged during the past year to 
agree to wage reductions; for shipping 
‘throughout the world has fallen on hard 
days, and everywhere vessels which should 


November the shipping companies applied 
the general reduction to their ‘‘ wireless ”’ 
operators, and cut wages by 22s. 6d. a 
month. A strike followed, spreading from 
port to port andfrom line to line, until 
there were no fewer than 1,000 ships at 
sea without ‘‘ wireless’’ telegraphists, and 
deprived accordingly of that méans of com- 
munication with land and with other ships 
which, during the past ten years, has come 
to be considered. one of the essential 
necessities of navigation. This happened 
during the most tempestuous winter of 
recent times. Calamities in. mid-ocean 
and on stormy shores have been, many— 
during the past week three ships have been 
lost off the eoast of Ireland alone. Seamen 
aboard of ships in peril must have endured 
much anxiety from thg that, 
even if their own ‘‘ wireless”’ installations 


wish to communicate might be unable to 
receive their messages. Folk ashore, in- 
terested in sailors and in passengers aboard

The Duchess of Abercorn.

systems. It is reassuring to know that the 
Minister for Local Government is apparently 
still pressing the policy. of a national road 
loan upon the Executive Council. If, and 
when, he succeeds, unemployment will be re- 
lieved by strictly economic means; money 
will begin again to circulate in our smaller 
towns; trade will receive a general stimulus, 
and motor owners will have the satisfaction 
of knowing that the yield of their taxation 
has been sufficient in itself to set these new 
eurrents of economic activity in motion.

by the introduction of the Government's 
salaries scheme. The logical complement of 
that scheme is the arrangement of a super- 
annuation scheme, so that another pressing 
grievancé may be removed. Now that the 
Government have assumed responsibility for 
the payment of increments to teachers, 
thereby recognising the value and importance 
of secondary education, it remains to advance 
another step towards the completion of the 
reform by making suitable provision for 
secondary teachers in their old age. 

In Great Britain secondary teachers have 
been in enjoyment of State pensions for many 
years, and one of the first acts of the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland was to introduce a 
pensions scheme for secondary teachers as 

rt of their plan of educational reform. The 

ree State has lagged behind, but an honest 
effort to meet a grave situation is now vitally 
urgent. It must be remembered that 
secondary teachers in the Free State have 
never been paid such salaries as would enabie 
them to make proper provision for their de- 
clining years. Pensions have been provided 
for all other classes of teachers in the Free 
State, and no. valid reasons can be adduced 
in favour of the exclusion of secondary 
teachers from similar rights. The number of 
teachers who would now be eligible to retire 
under a normal pensions scheme is small, and 
the cost could not be regarded as prohibitive. 

The new Minister for Education should now 
take the matter in hand and signalise his 
accession to office by introducing the most 
urgent reform in Irish education.—Yours, etc.,

MORE ORDERS BOOKED. 


Belfast linen merchants report that orders 
are now being booked over practically the 
‘whole range linens. White linens show 
the most activity, but damasks, towels, pil- 
low linens, cambrics and sheers, handker- 
chiefs and fancy linens, are in good demand. 
Values offered to-day, they state, are excep- 
tional, and as hinted in last report, it may 
soon be a question if present cut rates can 


the United States at present, and good busi- 
ness from them is expected. With regard to 
dress linens, quiet conditions prevail, so far 
as actual business for coloured linens is con- 
cerned, but stocks are being gradually dis- 
posed of, and various inquiries have been re- 
ceived, both for dress linens and suitings. 
A moderate amount of new business has been 
arranged principally for home and shipping 
markets. 

The weavers state that the better con- 
ditions reported last week continued. There 
are inquiries for considerable quantities of 
goods, which, if t materialise, . would 
sensibly help the market, since there is a 
steadier and more confident feeling. 

While competition with foreign spinnings is 
still keen. Belgian spinners are now holding 
for an advance, which in some cases has been 
realised. On the whole, business, so far as 
quantity is concerned, shows an improve- 
ment, but it is not possible as yet to get 
a corresponding improvement in prices. 
Stocks in hands. of.both spinners and weavers 
show a further decline. 

There is no change to report in the Irish 
flax markets during the past fortnight, as the 
markets have been well supplied and value re- 
mained steady. ~“There are signs, however, 
that. at the end of March the bulk of the 
fibre will be marketed. The dispute in 
Courtrai has not yet been settled, and it has 
interfered with business for Irish spinners. 
Continental spinners have, however, continued 
buying in fair quantities, the demand being 
principally for the lowest quality,
